1903-1909 


When Dr. Foster Oakland became Secre- 
tary the California State Board Health 1903 
found the State health organization its ebb. 
Dr. George Pardee Oakland, upon his election 
Governor, had appointed Dr. Foster secretary 
the board. 

addressing the health officers California 
their annual meeting held Stanford University 
1922, Dr. Foster gave the following interesting 
his experiences upon entering the State 
office 


were limited one word stating the neces- 
sity State health organization, should without 
hesitation say, Plague, for many ways the break- 
ing out that disease focused attention our lax 
health organization and made imperative radical 
improvement, have California cut off quarantine 
from communication with other States. 

was first recognized San Francisco 
March, 1900, and course caused great deal 
comment. Many strongly believed that did not and 
could not exist. The State Board Health, however, 
admitted its existence. Many leading newspapers 
and public men thought otherwise—and believed that 
even did exist any publicity would hurt the State. 
They strenuously denied its existence and the State 
Board Health was induced, did reverse itself and 
also declared the disease was not plague. This 
aroused the ire eastern health officers and exag- 
gerated stories were published there its ravages— 
people were dropping dead the streets, was said. 
They were wrought that the health authorities 
States requested Surgeon-General Walter 
Wyman conference the State Board 


Health with the Public Health and Marine 
Hospital Service for the purpose dealing with the 
situation. The conference was called and met 
January, 1903. California was represented Dr. 
Mathew Gardner—a member our State Board 
Health. was given very unhappy half hour 
the thoroughly angered and possibly frightened health 
officers—and quarantine resolution against Califor- 
nia was introduced. Through the influence General 
Wyman was left unfinished business for confer- 


things were doing California. Dur- 
ing the years 1900, 1901, 1902, 1903, there had been 
110 cases plague authenticated with 105 deaths 
and some people were beginning alarmed. 


the general election Dr. Geo. Pardee was 
elected Governor and once interested himself 
the situation. The California State Board Health 
organized the Governor nominating the members 
and the Senate ratifying the nominations. Governor 
Gage had nominated the board that denied the exist- 
ence plague but the Senate had neglected ratify 
—so they were acting only the pleasure the 
Governor. Governor Pardee, feeling deeply the grav- 
ity the situation, with quarantine hanging over

With them, 
found many unopened letters and this gave 
start work. Some were months old and some had 
them stamps insure reply. didn’t blame one 
doctor, who was acting best could health officer 
his village, for using some pretty powerful lan- 
guage. said, ‘This the third time have written 
replied that new deal was ordered and that future 
would get some sort reply return mail. 

you blame for feeling lonely and blue? 
had given practice and broken home 
believing was fill, try fill, office honor— 
and found nothing but disgrace abroad and con- 
tempt home—and right there the seed this asso- 
ciation was planted. 

need work and organized work was 
those hours discouragement. saw the 
futility working without the aid and coopera- 
tion others throughout the State. account the 
June Plague conference Washington where 
fought out and instead quarantine got reso- 
lution confidence has place here. 


was busy spring and summer spent trying 
arouse interest public health matters. attended 
all the medical societies could, visited the different 
health officers and answered all calls for help per- 
son. met with willingness everywhere but good 
deal ineredulity that the State Board Health 
was anything but political sinecure and seemed 
they all came from Missouri and had 
shown. Very well, determined show them. 


the nature things, the executive officer 
the board that time had most the work do, 
there were assistants, not even stenographer, 


but never was such officer backed better board. 
Throughout the six years were together, there was 
never jar the organization and they always stood 
behind me. The Governor also was. always ready 
help the limit. Things began move but the 
need organization was always making itself felt. 
There were laws and was everyone for himself.’’ 


Shortly after assuming the duties his office Doctor 
Foster became acquainted with Dr. Charles Brown- 
ing Upland, who was specialist the diagnosis 
and treatment tuberculosis. Dr. Browning was 
most individual who had public 
health point view and who was willing spend 
his own time and money arousing interest the 
control tuberculosis California. his own 
expense Dr. Browning attended teachers’ institutes 
throughout the State, delivering addresses and dis- 
tributing literature which had purchased out his 
own funds. There were State appropriations 
available for these purposes. Dr. Browning and Dr. 
Foster became fast friends and together they laid the 
ground work for State activities the control 
although the Bureau Tuberculosis 
was not established the State health organization 
until 1915. 


Dr. Foster must given full for the 
organization the California State Department 
Health along modern standard lines. was 
secured legislation 1905 and 1907 pro- 
vide for the organization the Bureau Vital 
Bureau Pure Foods and Drugs, and the 
State Laboratory. Actually during the 
period that Dr. Foster served, from 1903 1909, 
secured the passage fundamental legislation that 
has established the pattern upon which the present 
State public health organization built. the same 
time conducted, himself, state-wide epidemio- 
logical service. 


Although not vigorous health, answered emer- 
gency calls from one end the State another, giv- 
ing advice the control and assisting the diag- 
nosis typhoid fever, smallpox, plague, diphtheria, 
and many other communicable diseases. those 
days typhoid fever was common disease and small- 
pox was rampant throughout the State. 


accomplished more the six years that served 
health officer than any his immediate prede- 
cessors. had thorough and deep knowledge 
health and put continuous fight for legis- 
lative action that would provide efficient facilities for 
the promotion and maintenance public health 
California. The bureaus that established during 
his tenure office have been functioning continuously 
sinee that time and have established their essential 
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offices the maintenance public health. Others, 
course, were established various intervals. 

has been stated that Dr. Thomas Logan, the 
first secretary the California State Board Health, 
fornia, and that Dr. Foster was the Abraham 
public health this State. There con- 
siderable realism this allusion for when Doctor 
Foster assumed office there was virtually State pub- 
lie health organization California. was only 
through his knowledge, energy, enthusiasm, and abil- 
ity secure proper legislation that the California 
State Board Health was established definitely 
distinct unit the State government. 

The development the organization since that 
time matter record. Dr. Foster, public 
health workers California owe deep debt grati- 
tude; for without his foresight doubtful that 
health California would established upon 
the high plane that prevails this time. 

Through Dr. Harry Foster the Cutter Labora- 
tories Berkeley, his father’s diary has been made 
available the writer. The daily record disap- 
pointment, heartbreaking work, diffi- 
culties, and remarkable accomplishments makes thrill- 
ing reading. That one man could carry 
the whole State public health work himself 
over period years and then leave organization 
dependable units establish and carry modern 
standard public health service remarkable accom- 
plishment for shortly after the turn the century.

met trains, busses, places employment, beaches, 
and other places. data concerning contacts were 
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available for 2,788 out total 14,018 cases covered 
the survey. record places exposure indi- 
cates that per cent were private residences, apart- 
ments, rooming houses; per cent hotels; and 
per cent out doors. Only per cent named 
house prostitution the place exposure however, 
per cent the contacts which information was 
given indicated that prostitutes were involved.
